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Let there be light 

(And now Cllr Flood has worked out how...)

STREETLIGHTS in Haverhill’s 
housing estates could be switched 
back on after midnight - if they 
meet the criteria of Suffolk County 
Council. 

Residents have expressed worries 
after they were plunged into dark¬ 
ness at night - so much so that some 
have resorted to leaving their land¬ 
ing lights on until morning, to throw 
light onto the streets. 

But one determined councillor has 
created an application form to help 
people get individual lights 
switched back on. 

County councillor Julian Flood, 
who represents Haverhill Cangle 
ward, succeeded in getting a lamp 
on the Clements Estate switched on 
in response to concerns about safe¬ 
ty on a set of steps. 

Now he is encouraging residents to 
follow his lead if they believe there’s 
a real problem. 

He said: “It was almost impossible 
to get a light switched back on, 
because you were just going round 
and round. 

“I thought I would produce a pro¬ 
cedure - and then that should be all 
you have to follow to make the sys¬ 
tem work.” 

Cllr Maureen Byrne, deputy mayor 
of Haverhill, has been assisting resi¬ 
dents with their worries for the past 
two years. She has even teamed up 
with the police to distribute alarms

and torches to women who have to 
leave for work early in the morning. 

Speaking at Tuesday’s town coun¬ 
cil meeting, Cllr Byrne said: “We are 
all as disappointed and frustrated 
as you [the residents] are.” 

Cllr Flood’s application form, 
which is available to download from 
Haverhill Town Council’s website, 
lists the criteria for having a light 
switched back on. 

Reasons accepted by the county 
for warranting a change include 
reducing the risk of crime, lighting 
remote alleyways linking residen¬ 
tial streets and lighting near to 
pedestrian crossings, footbridges 
and subways. 


Each form then has to be 
“endorsed” by a councillor, and 
signed by the police. 

A spokesman for Suffolk County 
Council said: “When we receive a 
request to turn a streetlight back on, 
it is assessed by officers and consul¬ 
tation takes place with the relevant 
county councillor and local police 
team. This was the case in the 
Bedford Court/Clements Close area 
where residents were concerned 
about a lack of night-time lighting 
around a set of public steps. 

“We agreed with the points raised 
and switched the nearest light back 
on. 

“We have well-established criteria 


which makes clear when and where 
we would switch a light back on. 

“We have received very few 
requests in the Haverhill area but 
will of course consider any we do 
receive in partnership with the 
police.”

Historic cottages to 
be sold at auction 


TWO historic cottages made from 
clay lump could be yours - for 
between £50,000 and £70,000. 

The buildings, on Haverhill High 
Street, could have been demolished 
earlier this month if an application 
from Havebury Housing had been 
approved. 

But now, the housing provider has 
decided to put the cottages up for auc¬ 
tion in the hope that they can be 
restored. 

Havebury planned to build six flats 
at 85 and 87 High Street, but demoli¬ 
tion was refused by St Edmundsbury 
Borough Council’s Development 
Control Committee on November 7. 

After appealing to town and borough 
councils to buy the cottages, which 
date back to the 1820s, Havebury is 
opening the offer to the wider public 
on December 17 through Auction 
House East Anglia in Ipswich. 

At Haverhill Town Council’s meeting 
on Tuesday, resident John Burns told 
councillors of the plans. 

County councillor Tony Brown, for 
Haverhill East and Kedington, was 
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also in talks with Havebury about the 
future of the houses. 

He said: “Havebury couldn’t have 
been more helpful and responsive to 
what we are trying to achieve. If this 
was just a normal developer, I am sure 
we wouldn’t have had this conversa¬ 
tion at all. We give our thanks to them 
for that.” 

If the original plans were approved, 
Havebury planned to build six flats 
and include “heritage features” from 
the cottages in the design. 

Now, if the cottages are sold, plans 
are in place to build four flats on 
the site alongside the cottages, 
as well as a shared courtyard. 

When the cottages go 
under the hammer, there 
will be clauses attached to 
the sale to ensure that any 
new owner renovates the 
cottages within a sensible 
timescale. 

The guide price will be 
between £50,000 and £70,000. 


Cllr Brown said: “We want to try and 
get as much interest in them as possi¬ 
ble and we want to encourage a local 
builder to take them on. 

“It is a heritage project, and the 
whole town has been involved in try¬ 
ing to achieve this.” 

Havebury’s original application for 
six flats and demolition of the cottages 
will still go before the borough’s 
Development Control Committee on 
December 5. 

Paul Edwards, Director of Resources 
at Havebury Housing Partnership 
said: “If the cottages sell at auction, 
Havebury will seek to amend its 
plans and build affordable 
housing in the remainder of 
the site. 

“I would like to thank eve¬ 
ryone who has been 
involved in the discussions 
and hope that we are now 
one step closer to moving 
forward on this project and 
providing much needed 
affordable homes in 
Haverhill.”

£5,000 pledge to 
town’s rugby club 


A SPORTS club in Haverhill is going 
to be transformed for the future with 
the help of a town council grant. 

Haverhill Rugby Club, which will 
celebrate its 50th year in 2014, is get¬ 
ting £5,000 towards the installation of 
new shower facilities for members. 

Costing an estimated £20,000, it is 
hoped that the project will not only 
encourage more players to join up, but 
also ensure the club’s long term 
future. 

Speaking at Haverhill Town 
Council’s meeting on Tuesday, Chris 
Spencer, chairman, said: “The current 
facilities are affecting player retention 
and senior and youth levels - we’re 
concerned about the club’s long term 
future. 

“We need there to be a higher water 
pressure when we need it, and a heat¬ 
ing system - we’re looking for an envi¬ 
ronmentally friendly solution.” 

Mr Spencer said that the expectation 
for the showers is higher now - and 
the quality of the current ones is not 
good enough for players. 

The club is also receiving grants 
from the Rugby Football Foundation, 
Suffolk County Council’s Locality 
Budget and the Eastern Counties 
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Rugby Union to help with the project, 
which will benefit around 100 people. 

The investment in the showers will 
secure the future of the club, Mark 
Jury, president, explained, and allow 
the club house, on School Lane, to be 
continually used for community 
activities such as zumba, bingo and 
dog training. 

It’s also used as a polling station. 

Mr Jury said: “This will protect a 
venue, resource and organisation that 
has contributed postively to the town 
for almost half a century.” 

The club president also hailed the 
investment as a way to encourage 
more children in Haverhill to get 
involved with sport, or 
continue playing after 
leaving school. 

Haverhill Rugby Club’s 
youth section was re¬ 
established in 2001, and 
the junior section, for 
children aged between 6 
and 12, was introduced 
in 2003. 

A non-contact women’s 
section was created in 


2004. 

Mr Jury said: “Rugby is a sport that 
develops life skills, community 
responsibilty and good health. 

“It promotes discipline, because you 
have to play it in the right way. 

“We are not a professional club - but 
we try and have a professional 
approach to what we do.” 

Cllr Maureen Byrne, deputy mayor 
of Haverhill, was one of the first to 
praise the project and offer her sup¬ 
port during Tuesday’s meeting. 

She said: “Anything that improves 
activity and sport for young people 
and other residents is something we 
need to support 100 per cent. 

“I hope the project is successful, and 
that it improves the facilities.” 

All town councillors present 
voted in favour of donating 
the money to the rugby 
club. 

The Haverhill Veterans 
team play Beccles on 
December 8.

A step forward in bid 
to safeguard Com 
Exchange building 


PLANS to rescue Haverhill’s old Corn 
Exchange building from ruin have 
taken a step forward. 

Sale of the Grade II listed building, 
on Withersfield Road, has been tem¬ 
porarily halted after success in plac¬ 
ing the premises on the “community 
asset” register. 

This means that if someone attempts 
to buy the Corn Exchange, residents 
will have six months to enter their 
own bid. 

County councillor Tony Brown, who 
represents Haverhill East and 
Kedington for UKIP, revealed plans to 
transform the building into a heritage 
centre in September. 

He said: “It looks like things are mov¬ 
ing in the right direction at last. Now, 
if anyone tries to buy it, Haverhill as a 
town has six months to get the money 
together.” 

Now that the Corn Exchange has 
been made secure, the next step is to 
put together a business plan for how 
the building will run when it becomes 
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a history and heritage centre. 

Once that is agreed, the team behind 
the renovation will look at confirming 
interest from social enterprise groups 
for the project. 

Businesses and other organisations 
have already expressed an interest in 
getting involved with the refurbish¬ 
ment and working within the centre. 

Cllr Brown said: “We’re sorry about 
the slow progress - there are a lot of 
mountains to climb on the way to 
deliver what we’re trying to do. 

“But we’re over the first hurdle.” 

Cllr Brown says that a group to carry 
through the Corn Exchange renova¬ 
tion will be put in place once a busi¬ 
ness plan is agreed. 

Once that is organised, they will 
then start looking at securing grants 
and other funding so work can finally 
begin. 

Cllr Brown said: “We haven’t got a 


town museum, and most towns over a 
population of 10,000 have some sort of 
heritage centre.” 

Haverhill Town Council has previ¬ 
ously expressed support for the resto¬ 
ration of the Corn Exchange, and the 
potential jobs it could bring to the 
area. 

They made a previous attempt to try 
and rescue the building, but the cost 
of bringing it back up to code and buy¬ 
ing it off the market was too high.

Work starts on 
Cleves Place 


(and yes, the name has changed) 


A NEW care home ‘with first 
class facilities’ for 60 resi¬ 
dents will open at the end of 
next year. . . and the name 
has been changed. 

Construction has started on 
Haverhill’s Cleves Place care 
home on the former 
Chalkstone Middle School 
site, Millfields Way. 

The home, to replace Place 
Court, will have 60 en suite 
rooms and 24-hour nursing 
and specialist dementia care. 

The home was named after 
Anne of Cleves, but originally 
bosses spelt the name Cleeves 
Place - to avoid confusion, 
they said, with Anne of Cleves 
House on Hamlet Road. 

However, this week they had 
a change of heart and decided 
to spell the home Cleves Place 
“to honour Anne of Cleves 
properly”. 

The Haverhill home is the 
seventh of 10 Care UK homes 
to help provide nursing and 
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specialist dementia care in 
modern accommodation 
across Suffolk. 

Jenny Antill, Assistant 
Cabinet Member for Health 
and Adult Services at Suffolk 
County Council said: “It is 
extremely pleasing to see 
construction get under way 
on another of the new homes 
- Suffolk people deserve the 
best possible care in the best 
possible surroundings. 

“Place Court was built quite 
some time ago and has served 
its community extremely well 
but people’s needs have 
changed a lot over the years 
and therefore it is important 
that work begins to replace it 
with purpose built facilities 
that will help staff to deliver 
high quality, personalised 
care for many years to come.” 

Residents currently living at 
Place Court, built in 1959, will 


be given the option to move 
to Cleves Place when it opens 
next year.

We just want a 
reliable bus service! 

I HAVE just read the article in last 
week’s paper and would like to 
comment on Andy Campbell’s 
explanation regarding the number 
13 bus service’s poor time keeping. 
If, as he suggests, it is the 
roadworks at Hills Road in 
Cambridge causing the problem, 
then why do the park and ride, 
number 7 and number 1 buses all 
manage to get through? 

They come from the same 
direction, using the very same 
Hills Road as the number 13 
service and yet we see endless 
buses coming through; but alas, 
all too frequently the 13/13A/X13 
is late. How can this be? 

We have laughingly joked whilst 
waiting for several hours a week 
(at both ends of our journey 
because, oh yes, they are late in 
the mornings from Haverhill too!) 
that there is a ‘Bermuda Triangle’ 
situation going on between 
Drummer street and 
Addenbrooke’s which is where I 
get on (eventually)! 

Well, we have to amuse ourselves 
whilst waiting. 

Whilst Tim Syer is sadly unable to 
drive to work which means he has 
no other way of getting there, I do 
drive, but started using the bus 
because I no longer needed to race 
home in my car to collect children 
from school after a shift, so could 
work around the bus timetable. 

It is also, in my opinion, the 
greener option. 

It makes us so unhappy that the 
service is so poor at times. 

At other times of course, the bus is 
on time (so how does Andy 
Campbell explain that one re the 
roadworks?) and everyone is so 
much happier. 

It is not a free service. It takes a 
considerable percentage of our 
salaries (and I was paying for both 
myself and my daughter for the

I was recently so cross that I wrote 
to Stagecoach to complain and 
was told that in a given time 
period of about 5-6 weeks, the bus 
had only been late three times!

We do so out of frustration 
and annoyance because it affects 
our lives at both ends of the 
journey.

Work starting on 
High Street plan 


A BOARD made up of repre¬ 
sentatives from across 
Haverhill has started work 
on a town centre plan. 

ONE Haverhill held a work¬ 
shop to discuss ideas for a 
localised plan for the town to 
form part of Vision 2031. 

It is hoped that the master- 
plan will have similar success 
to the group’s community 
budget plan, which was 
revealed earlier this year. 

ONE Haverhill consulted 
regularly with businesses, 
residents and retailers to 
develop the budget, and the 
decision came as a direct 
result of what the public 
asked for. 

Sarah Howard, Chairman of 
the board, said: “This appears 
to be the perfect project for 
ONE Haverhill to be involved 
with as it is relevant to every 
single person and business in 
the town and we hope as 
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many people and businesses 
will share their ideas with us 
as possible. 

“Of course we all want a big¬ 
ger variety of High Street 
retail shops, we also want to 
support our local traders, but 
town centres are also tradi¬ 
tionally places for socialising, 
for meeting with friends, for 
enjoying culture and enter¬ 
tainment, for housing, for 
business, and a focal point for 
the community. 

“The High Street and town 
centres are changing and this 
is about telling the planners 
what we want for our town 
and what we need to encour¬ 
age others to come to 
Haverhill and spend money 
here.” 

Cllr Roger Andre, town 


mayor, is also a member of the 
ONE Haverhill board. 

He said the consultation 
focused on the town centre as 
a “vibrant, attractive and 
accessible centre” which pro¬ 
vides a range of services to 
residents. 

He added: “Above all the 
meeting considered the town 
centre as an integral compo¬ 
nent of the town offering 
much more than a shopping 
venue.” 

Once adopted, Vision 2031 
will be part of the statutory 
planning policy for the St 
Edmundsbury Borough 
Council, which estimates that 
Haverhill’s population, which 
is currently at around 27,000, 
could rise to 35,000 over the 
next two decades. 

ONE Haverhill hopes to 
have a draft document ready 
for public consultation in 
spring 2014. 


High Street pub The Bell closes suddenly 


HAVERHILL High Street has 
suffered a blow with the sud¬ 
den closure of a pub. 

The Bell reportedly shut its 
doors on Friday and was 
boarded up on Tuesday. 

Owner Mickie Rogers and 
manageress Claire Dosoruth 
took over the pub in December 
2012, introducing a new 


steakhouse menu and bring¬ 
ing in Sky Sports. 

A spokesman for Greene 
King brewery said: “Following 
an extensive review of the 
pub, it was decided that the 
Bell no longer fitted in with 
our core estate and the pub 
has now been sold. 

“The Bell was being run by 


temporary tenants who knew 
of these plans before going 
into the pub.” 

Will Austin, town clerk, said: 
“The owners had not long 
since moved in to take over 
the running of the pub. Losing 
another of the town’s pubs is 
not good for Haverhill’s even¬ 
ing economy.”

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Alan Holloway grew up 
knowing he was adopted 
- and assumed it was 
because his mother 
didn’t want him. But last 
year he discovered the 
truth couldn’t have been 
more different, as he told 
Emma Higginbotham 


S IFTING through his father’s 
paperwork following his death 
in 2011, a faded document 
caught Alan Holloway’s eye. It was 
his adoption certificate. 

There in black and white was his 
birth name, Wayne Michael 
Mitchell, and the name of his birth 
mother, Eileen Elizabeth Mitchell. 

“It was the first time I knew what her 
name was,” says Alan quietly. 

Born in Brighton in 1949, Alan 
always knew that he was adopted, 
“and I wasn’t bothered,” he shrugs. 

“I felt that if I wasn’t wanted by 
somebody, tough luck; I sort of grew 
up with that attitude. My parents 
gave me some brief details - that my 
father was French-Canadian - they 
couldn’t remember if he was in the 
army, navy or air force. But I wasn’t 
that interested. It’s not until you 
have a child of your own that you 
see it from a different perspective.” 
Growing up, Alan was always 


fiercely independent. “I had a loving 
family, but I didn’t get on with my 
father, and I left home at 15,” he 
says. He went into the building 
trade, refurbishing commercial 
premises, and he and wife Lorna 
had their son, David, 35 years ago. 

“It was then I began to think ‘Oh, 
perhaps my mother would like to 
know that everything’s OK’,” he 
recalls. “You soften when you have 
children. But by that time I didn’t 
want to ask any more questions of 
my adoptive parents, because they 
were getting on.” 

For decades Alan, who lives in 
Holywell, near St Ives, thought no 
more about it. But, armed with his 
birth mother’s full name, and with 
his father now dead and his mum in 
her 90s (“and not as sharp as she 
used to be”), in January last year he 
decided it was time to investigate. 

There was just one problem: Alan 
didn’t have a computer. “I’d run my 


own business for 30 years, and had 
other people doing it for me; I wasn’t 
interested in computers,” he says 
with a smile. “So I thought we’d nip 
into John Lewis and buy one. 

“And once I’d got the hang of the 
thing, within about 20 minutes of 
putting her name in, it started 
coming up on websites.” 

Alan added his own birth details, 
and before long he came across a 
family tree on Ancestry.com which 
he realised must be his. He quickly 
sent a message to the person who’d 
created it, a woman called Donna 
who, from what he could gather, was 
Eileen’s younger sister’s daughter. “I 
said ‘My mother was Eileen: could 
you give me any other information? 

I think we’re related...’ And Donna 
came back to say ‘Yes, I’m your 
cousin!”’ 

How did that feel? “Strange,” says 
Alan, his eyes brimming. “Donna 
said ‘I’m checking with mum before 


I can go any further’, and she got in 
touch with Maureen, my aunt. There 
were lots of family tears, apparently. 
Then she told me that my mother 
had died six years earlier. I thought 
it might be the case, but I was sad.” 

Donna gave Alan her number and, 
chatting on the phone, told him that 
he had a brother living in Stoke, and 
sister in Florida, “but she said ‘I 
can’t give you any details until I’ve 
found out how they feel about it’, 
and she contacted Niki, my sister, 
first’.” 

It was then that the bombshell hit. 
Having spent his whole life believing 
that his mother had rejected him, 
Alan could hardly believe his eyes 
when he read Niki’s first email. 

‘Mum did not want you to be 
adopted,’ it said. ‘She had told me 
how she had gotten pregnant when 
she was a teenager and how times 
were very different back then. She 
had wanted to raise you. 
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TOGETHER: Alan met his brother Paul and sister Niki for the first time last year after being 
adopted shortly after being born 


‘One day my grandparents told 
her to go to the movies and they 
would watch you. She returned 
home in time to see you being 
driven away. She was 
devastated. She always talked 
about you, felt extra sad around 
your birthday, and longed to 
find you. I don’t know all the 
details, but I know she tried. 

‘Adoptions were closed back 
then, her parents wouldn’t tell 
her anything, and I believe had a 
lot of control over her. There was 
no Ancestry.com to help. After 
time, I think she felt it was better 
for you for her not to try - but 
she never stopped longing.’ 

It was, says Alan, very difficult 
to read, “and explained a lot,” he 
adds, his eyes filling with tears 
again. “Talking to my aunt, 
Maureen, who was 13 at the 
time, my mother’s parents were 
absolutely appalled by the fact 
that she was pregnant. She was 
19. They gave her a choice of 
getting rid of me or getting out 
of the house. 

“Apparently my grandfather 
was hell-bent on getting as 
much revenge as he could on his 
daughter, so I was kept by them 
for seven or eight weeks - longer 
than the normal six weeks - and 
my mother felt that the family 
was forgiving her, and that she 
could keep me. Then she came 
home one day to find I’d 
disappeared, which was part of 
my grandfather’s punishment.” 

Alan’s mother then met 
someone else, who promised to 
help find her son: “A load of 
rubbish, of course. She married 
him in 1949 with a view to 
getting me back, but that didn’t 
happen, and they split up within 
about nine months. It was some 
years later that she remarried 
and then had Niki, who’s nine 
years younger than me, and 
Paul, who’s 14 years younger.” 

Did the family know about 
him? “Yes, they’d always been 
totally open about it. The only 
one that didn’t believe it was 
Paul. The whole episode had 
badly affected my mother; she 
became a bit of a fantasist, and 
Paul never really believed that 


he had a brother.” 

Alan and Niki exchanged 
phone numbers, “and we’ve 
been on the phone ever since, at 
least once a week. Talking has 
been so easy, so natural. Then 
eventually I got to speak to Paul, 
and two months later we went to 
see him and his family. 

“The expression on his face 
when he opened the door - 
Lorna wondered whether he was 
going to faint! Poor old Paul, I 
still don’t think it had dawned 
on him until I turned up. But 
since then we’ve got on very 
well.” 

Was it somehow more difficult 
knowing that his mother 
actually did want to keep him? 

“I felt guilty,” admits Alan. “I felt 
guilty at being the cause of so 
much family upset, and the fact 
that I hadn’t contacted her 
sooner. But my aunt, Maureen, 
said that perhaps it’s as well that 
I never met my mother. 

“By then she had built me up 
so much, and had so many 
fantasies about what I’d 
achieved, that it didn’t matter if I 
was a king by now, it wouldn’t 
have been good enough. It 
wouldn’t have fitted in with all 
her fantasies. So I guess there’s a 
plus side.” 

And what of his father? 

“All we know is that he was 
called Frank, we think his 
middle name was Wayne, and he 
was over with the Canadian 
forces. My aunt quite fell for him 
herself, apparently: she said he 
was extremely good-looking and 
tall. 

“The sad thing is that my 
mother went out with him for a 
couple of years and they got 
engaged, then his commanding 
officer found out, and the next 
thing that she knew he’d been 
sent straight back to Canada - 
because he was already married 
with two children. 

“By that time she was 
pregnant, of course. So she had a 
really rough deal; no wonder she 
couldn’t cope. 

“It’s strange. I know that if he 
had children, I’ve got other 
relatives. But I wasn’t going to 


try to trace him because 
anybody who can do that to 
somebody, I don’t want to know. 

“But my sister said it would be 
nice to have a complete family 
tree, so I guess I’ll investigate 
further - even if it’s just to tell 
him what a bastard he was! He’s 
going to be in his 90s now, if he’s 
still alive that is, and his family 
may not know, so that’s a 
difficult one. If I can satisfy my 
curiosity, then I think we’ll leave 
it at that.” 

It’s been quite a project for 
Alan - has it changed him? “Yes, 
I’ve got softer,” he admits. “This 
has opened up a different part of 
me, so I’m now having to learn 
to talk about difficult things 
without it getting to me.” 

“But I’d encourage anybody to 
do it,” he adds. “You don’t 
necessarily have to meet people 
if you don’t want to. Being 
adopted I had no bloodline, and 
now I’ve got a family tree that 
goes back, so far, to 1675! I think 
we all have a need to know who 
we are, what we are, and where 
we come from.” 

These days, Alan’s enjoying 
getting to know his new family 
properly. He’s seen Paul several 
times, and Niki and her husband 
flew over to visit last October: 
“That was the first time I’d seen 
her. I picked her up at the airport 
and managed a stiff upper lip - 
her husband didn’t! We had an 
absolutely fantastic time.” He 
and Lorna are soon to fly out to 
Florida to meet Niki’s two 
grown-up sons, the nephews he 
never knew he had. 

Alan is also extremely close to 
his aunt, Maureen. “She’s really 
good fun. We can be rude to 
each other, and we are! It’s 
almost like a brother sister 
relationship,” he says. 

But, of course, he’ll never know 
what his relationship with 
Eileen would have been like. Is 
he sorry he never met her? Alan 
pauses. “I’m sorry I couldn’t 
have said ‘None of this is your 
fault’. 

“I’m sorry I couldn’t have said 
that I don’t bear a grudge - and 
everything’s fine.”

GreenAir Cars has made 
moves to minimise impact on 
the environment by remov¬ 
ing more carbon emissions 
than it creates. 

The family-run company, 
co-founded by father and son 
team Martin and Justin Ott, 
has teamed up with the Great 
Fen Project to achieve their 
work. 

The project aims to restore a 
huge wetland area between 
Peterborough and 

Huntingdon over the next 50 
years, and donations from 
GreenAir Cars will be used to 
restore 182 hectares of land at 
Engine Farm. 

Martin Ott, who lives in 
Haverhill, said: “We love 
innovation - we like coming 
up with ideas to give the trav¬ 
elling public a better deal all 
around.” 

GreenAir Cars calculate the 
amount of carbon emitted 
per journey, by converting 
the mileage into grams of 
carbon emitted. 

This allows them to accu¬ 
rately track their environ¬ 
mental impact. 

The emissions are convert¬ 
ed to pounds, and donations 
are made to the Great Fen 


Project twice a year. 

It also means GreenAir 
Cars, based in Saffron 
Walden, is the only transport 
firm in Cambridgeshire able 
to issue carbon reports to 
business customers, which is 
now a legal obligation for 
publically listed firms. 

The pre-bookable car ser¬ 
vice specialises in long runs 
and airport transfers for busi¬ 
ness travellers to and from 
Cambridge, Uttlesford, North 
Essex and West Suffolk. It 
uses either electric hybrid 
vehicles or cars with strong 
eco-credentials. 


Mr Ott said: “Most 
Cambridge companies are 
aware of their carbon impact 
on the environment, and they 
are all trying to do what they 
can to minimise it. 

“We’re offering them an 
opportunity to reduce their 
carbon as well as providing a 
service for their travel needs.” 

The company was also the 
first in the UK to offer free on¬ 
board Wi-Fi, advanced online 
booking and paperless 
invoicing.

South Pacific 



THE am-dram Cambridge Operatic Society 
(CaOS) is gearing up to perform Richard 
Rogers and Oscar Hammerstein IPs (they of 
Oklahoma and The Sound of Music) South 
Pacific at the Arts Theatre. 

Adapted from the Pulitzer Prize-winning 
novel, Tales of the South Pacific, by James 
A Michener, the show is chock-a-block full 
of hits and romance. 

We had a brief chat with professional 
director Chris Cuming: 


on a collection of stories about people 
on the island of South Pacific during the 
Second World War. 

It's based around a love story, but there 
are all these underlying stories about race. 
There are a lot of political undertones, 
and when it came out it was 
a huge thing, a big moment 
for everyone. A lot of big 
Broadway American shows 
are based on the American 
dream, and this actually 
dealt with some difficult 
topics. 

You make it sound quite 
heavy going... 

It's also a show where 
every song is a hit! 
You've got Some 
Enchanted Evening, 
Nothing Like A Dame, 
Gotta Wash That Man 
Right Outta My Hair, it's 
a real Broadway classic 
show but also with a 
really genuine story. That's 
what we've really strived to do in 
rehearsals, is to get this human story 
across. 

So why should people come along? 

It's a warming piece that has a 
wonderful sense of optimism and hope. 
And it's a good laugh too. People will 
have a really enjoyable night and hear 
the classics they've grown up with. But 
also, see and listen to a true, human story 
where everyone can relate to a character, 


or to a thought, whether we've said it out 
loud or not. We've all experienced some of 
what these characters are going through 
and the moral dilemmas they're put in. 

Have you put much of a twist on the 
original? 

For me what's important about it is staying 
true to the real story. Sometimes on 
musicals people can get carried away with 
the showmanship and the pizazz factor, but 
for me that's there in the music; it's about 
finding the beauty of the story. It's not just 
a musical for us; we're playing it like a play. 
It’s ok if you’re not too fussed by musicals 
in general then? 

It's a show for everyone. It's not just for 
the musical theatre lovers out there, if 
you love a really good hearty story, then 
this is a show to come along to. There are 
some huge moments. We've got 28 in 
the orchestra, which is big for any show, 
let alone a local company, so the sound is 
going to be absolutely extraordinary. 

What else should we know? 

For me it's been great to come and see and 
enjoy the talent that Cambridge has got. 
That's what's joyous about these shows. 
What’s your last word on the matter? 

It might be the winter but come and see 
this summer show in the South Pacific! 

We might just do that.

SAVING MR BANKS

ALMOST 50 years after Mary 
Poppins first charmed cinema 
audiences, Robert Stevenson's 
magical film continues to cast 
a spell with its lively charac¬ 
ters, heartwarming sentiment 
and hummable tunes. 

Yet the colour-saturated 
fantasy, which won five 
Oscars almost never 
materialised on the big 
screen. Australian-born British 
novelist PL Travers, who 
penned the series of books 
on which the film was based, 
famously rebuffed Walt 
Disney's efforts to purchase 
the rights for more than 20 
years. 

When she finally relented 
in 1961, Travers was granted 
script approval. Archive 
recordings of the meetings 
between the author, 
screenwriter Don DaGradi 
and songwriter brothers 
Richard and Robert Sherman 
reveal her resistance to the 
Disney-fication of her beloved 
nanny. 

That infamous tug-of-war 
between the writer and 
Hollywood filmmaker is 
recreated in Saving Mr Banks, 
an elegant and witty comedy 



emboldened by tour-de-force 
performances from Emma 
Thompson and Tom Hanks. 

When we first meet Travers 
(Thompson), she has fallen 
on hard times yet still refuses 
to entertain the advances 
of Disney (Hanks). Yet the 
filmmaker is persistent and 
eventually, Travers flies 
to America to meet Walt 
and team including Don 
DaGradi (Bradley Whitford), 
Richard Sherman (Jason 
Schwartzman) and his brother 
Robert (BJ Novak). 

Despite a touching 
friendship with her chauffeur 
Ralph (Paul Giamatti), 

Travers is unmoved by the 
re-imagining of her cherished 
text and eventually she snaps, 
telling Disney: "Mary Poppins 
is not for sale. I won't have 
her turned into one of your 


silly cartoons." 

Something has to give and 
it is Disney who realises that 
if he is to win over the author, 
he must confront the ghosts 
of his own past. 

Saving Mr Banks is an 
embarrassment of riches, 
from the stunning lead 
performances to John Lee 
Hancock's assured direction 
and Kelly Marcel and Sue 
Smith's script, which intercut 
events in 1960s California 
with vignettes from Travers's 
turbulent childhood in 1906 
Australia. 

Hancock strikes just the right 
balance between humour 
and heart-tugging sentiment, 
culminating in a glitzy world 
premiere screening where 
Travers finally shares Mary 
with the rest of the world and 
in so doing, sets herself free.

Celebrate th 

cranberry 


GA RDENING 

tips! 


CRANBERRIES are the staple fruit of Christmas, 
creating the sauce synonymous with turkey or adding 
warmth to winter punches, relishes and jellies. 

These beautiful deep red berries aren't only 
popular with us though, they are also adored by 
wetland birds, so this year, Wildfowl and Wetland 
Trust wetland centres all 
across the country are holding 
their first ever Craneberry 
Fest - a celebration of the 
famous wetland fruit and 
an iconic wetland bird, the 
crane, after which cranberries 
are named. From November 
30 until January 26, WWT 
Wetland Centres, supported by 
Ocean Spray, will be showing 
visitors how to make beautiful 
cranberry decorations for the 
tree and cranberry bird feeders. 

The plant was first named 
by early European settlers in America who felt the 
expanding flower, stem and petals resembled the 
neck, head, and bill of a crane. Most cranberries are 
still grown in boggy areas of North America and 
eastern Europe. They're not widely grown in this 
country, although specialist fruit nurseries may offer 
a few types and the RHS also sells them. 

The plants do have some visual worth, as they are 




evergreen and low growing, with pink bell flowers. 

Cranberry 'Pilgrim', for instance, available from the 
RHS ( www.rhs.org.uk ) is a low-growing, evergreen 
cranberry with small, leathery leaves on lax stems 
that have an arching habit. Its attractive shape can 
be best admired when planted in a container so it 
can cascade over the sides of the 
pot. The tiny pinkish-red flowers 
appear in spring and are followed 
by tart dark red berries, a regular 
superfood packed with nutrients 
and vitamins. 'Early Black' has a 
spreading habit, evergreen leaves 
and large dark blue, fairly sweet 
fruit. 

If you have problems with 
drainage in your garden, the 
cranberry might actually be for 
you. They need extremely acidic 
soil, with a pH of less than 5, and 
semi-bog conditions. They prefer 
sun but will also withstand light shade. 

If you're planting them in the ground, dig a hole 
40cm (16in) deep and line the base and sides with 
plastic sheeting. Fill with an ericaceous compost and 
mulch with 5cm (2in) of sawdust or wood shavings. 
Punch a few small holes in the sides of the plastic 
just above the bottom to allow water to seep out. 

If you can, use rain water to thoroughly wet the 



compost and trample it like grapes until the soil is 
soaking. 

"Keeping them well watered is really important 
and early to mid-summer is critical," adds Hunt. 

"Most days you will need to check the pot. They 
have a shallow root run so a pot 12 inches deep 
would be sufficient and ideally you want a pot which 
is wide but shallow." 

In spring, feed the plants with sulphate of 
ammonia, sulphate of potash and bonemeal and 
top-dress with ericaceous compost. 

If you are growing in pots you can control the 
conditions more effectively by spring planting in 
peaty ericaceous compost enhanced with around 
10% lime-free grit. You'll need to keep the plants 
really wet, so stand the pots in wide saucers that 
remain topped up with water, particularly rainwater, 
as tap-water contains too much lime. 

Feed the plants every week during the growing 


season with a product specifically formulated for 
acid-loving plants and you should be harvesting the 
berries in September and October. They will keep in 
the fridge for a good few weeks or you can freeze 
them or pop them on a tray in the oven on its lowest 
setting for a few hours to dry them. 

Once the dried cranberries start to look like raisins, 
they can be added to bird feeders, while the fresh 
ones can be made into festive tree decorations, using 
floral wire and threading cranberries and craft beads 
through it to form circles. 

You can also make snowflake decorations using 
a foam ball in the centre. Thread 5in pieces of wire 
through it to form the spokes of a snowflake shape 
and thread cranberries on to the wire, gluing a craft 
bead at the end of each wire spoke, to secure the 
berries.

Prices start from £25,680,

Your Guide to Moving Home 

Moving home can be a complicated business and in the hectic run up to the big day it is all too easy to forget something vital. 
The team offers their readers this handy checklist to help avoid any major pitfalls. 

We suggest you tick them off as you go....

4-2 WEEKS TO GO: 


d Packing - start packing and sorting through your 
belongings. Now is a good time to de-clutter and 
pack items rarely used. Make sure you have plenty 
of sturdy boxes, bubble wrap and sticky tape. 

d Removal companies - get estimates from removal 
companies, checking that comprehensive insurance 
cover is available against damage or loss. Is there a 
packing and unpacking service? Confirm the date 
of your move with the firm you have chosen. 

d Insurance - check on your home contents 

insurance policies to ensure that you are covered 
for the move, and covered at your new address. 

d Utilities - make arrangements for your gas and 
electricity meters (plus water meters where 
relevant) to be read and all your appliances to be 
disconnected on the day of your move. Arrange to 
take over gas and electricity at your new address, 
and make sure that all appliances will be properly 
fitted, plumbed or connected. 

d Telecommunications - Notify your telephone and 
broadband provider and ask them to make the 
necessary arrangements for a final account at your 
present address, and for taking over or installing 
telephone and broadband facilities at your new home. 

d Post - Look into re-directing your post for a few 
months to make sure you receive all relevant 
correspondence. 

d Children - Look into the possibility of your 
children, especially young children, staying with 
family or friends on the day of the move. 

d Pets Make arrangements for any pets to be 
booked into a cattery or kennels if required. Having 
your pets microchipped is a good idea and if 
already microchipped, have the address changed 
to your new one. Your vet can advise on this. 


Change of address - tell companies and 
organisations that you are moving!

d Inland revenue 

d Local council 

d Banks or Building Societies 

d Credit companies, store cards & other accounts 

d Gas, Electricity and water boards 

d Insurance companies 

d Land / mobile phones

d DVLA 

d Veterinary surgery 
d TV Licensing 


1 WEEK TO GO: 


d Delivery address - change delivery address of 
your Cambridge News, milk, groceries and fuel 
to your new address as appropriate. 

d Laundry - do any last minute laundry that you 
can - have you arranged for a plumber to 
disconnect your washing machine correctly? 


d Kitchen cupboards - go through your kitchen 
cupboards and throw out anything not in date. 
Also check that all jars and bottles are correctly 
sealed before packing. 

d Fridges / Freezers - empty and clean out in 
preparation for moving. If you are moving a 
freezer and its contents, turn it up to maximum 
for a couple of days before you move. 

d Valuables / documents - put these in safe 
place for moving day 


2-1 DAYS TO GO: 


d Packing - pack a bag for overnight essentials 
and toiletries and finish all remaining packing 
into boxes. Remember to label which room 
each box is destined for. 

d Snack box - pack a box for the kitchen to 
include essentials like tea, coffee and sugar, as 
well as the kettle and mugs! Also include other 
snacks as necessary. 

d Dismantle and disconnect - take down 
curtains, fixtures and fittings and disconnect 
white goods ready for transport. 

d Outdoor items - make sure that these are 
stacked together and ready to be moved. 

d Mobile - place your mobile on charge the night 
before moving and ensure that all relevant 
people have your number. 


ON MOVING DAY: 


AT YOUR OLD ADDRESS: 

d Strip beds and pack bedding and nightclothes, 
d Finish packing toiletries box. 

d Direct removal firm personnel or friends helping 
you move as to what needs to be done. 

d Turn off electric appliances, 
d Disconnect cooker, 
d Turn off boiler / central heating, 
d Turn off water, 
d Read gas meter, 
d Read electricity meter, 
d Secure all windows, 
d Lock all doors. 

d Make final checks and leave key as arranged 
with new owners. 

AT YOUR NEW HOME: 

d Open up & have a look around the new house. 

d Locate fuse box, gas and electric meter and 
stop cock for reference. 

d Take readings on gas, electric and water meters 
as appropriate. 

d Organise the direction of boxes to appropriate 
rooms. 

d Check the van after all is unloaded, 
d Make the beds up for the evening. 

d Sit down and relax - unpack the other boxes 
the next day.

Rovers manager Dean 
Greygoose said: “It was a 
very important result for us 
after two tough away games 
where things hadn’t gone for 
us and we hadn’t played as 
well as we can do. 

“We’ve got a young, 
inexperienced team and on 
Saturday we only had three 
players over 21, so I’m very 
pleased with how we did 
against Mildenhall, who 
had won five on the trot. 

“Mildenhall started the 
game better than us and 
they caused us a lot of 
problems early on, but we 
started to calm down 
although they probably 
edged the first half.” 

Rovers bowed out of the 
Red Insure League Cup with 
a 3-1 defeat at Newmarket 
on Tuesday evening. 

Jack Wilkinson’s penalty 
on the hour proved to be 
only a consolation as the 
visitors were unable to claw 
back the deficit against 
Newmarket’s 10 men. 

Haverhill Borough were 
defeated 1-0 away by leaders 
Whitton in a close, physical 
encounter in Division One. 

Borough’s pre-game plans 
were thrown into disarray 
early on when winger Ryan 
Kent turned his ankle and 
had to be replaced by the 
returning Harry Hallsrry. 

The only goal of the game 
arrived after 27 minutes 
with Darcy De’arth flashing 
a header past the despairing 
Anthony Choat at the far 
post.
